20. A method of notifying an end user of the status of an Internet access, comprising the 
steps of: 

(a) automatically pinging a first Internet Protocol (IP) address of a wide area network 
from a computer belonging to the end user and connected to a local area network which is in turn 
connected to a router which is in turn connected to a modem which is in turn connected to the 
wide area network such that the ping travels throuch the router and the modem to the wide area 
network; 

(b) determining if a response to the pinging is received at the computer from the wide 
area network via the modem and router and automatically pinging a second IP address of the 
wide area network from the computer belonging to the end user; and 

(c) displaying a first message indicating that the user's Internet access is unavailable if no 
response from either the first IP address or the second IP address is received, and displaying a 
second message indicating that the user's Internet access is restored when a response is received 
from either the first IP address or the second IP address, after not receiving a response to a 
previous pinging.
